Washington, D. G. March 30, 
1016. — Following a conference 
between Dr. J. E. McGalloch, 
General Secretary of the South- 
ern Sociological Congress, and 
representafives of tbe Mexican 
government it was announced 
that the Villa chase would not 
effect Mexico's previously an- 
nounced plans of having dele- 
gates at the Sociological Con- 
gress which will meet in New 
Orleans April 12-16. It it the 
plan of several Mexican states 
and cities to have delegates st 
the congress for the purpose of 
hearing the international author- 
ities on health and sanitation 
who are to speak.
